NEW ORLEANG 
GAMING GLUBS 


Governor Gives Orders in 
Person to Close Two 
at City Limits. 


SHOT IS FIRED; WOMEN 
SCREAM; SOME FAINT 


Gambling Apparatus Burned; 
Troops May Be Used in 
Center of the Town. 


New Orleans, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—Threats 
of Gov. Huey P. Long to suppress gam- 
biing in St. Bernard Parish were exe- 
cuted today when National Guardsmen, 
acting on the governor’s orders, raided 
two fashionable clubs and setzed the 
gambling paraphernaliv. 

Names of approximately 225 persons 
found in the two places—the Jali-Alal 
Fronton and the Arabi Club. located 
just outside the New Orleans city Iim- 
its—-were taken for future reference. 
The patrons, many of whom were wom- 
en, were released after being questioned. 

The only casualty of the raid was 
Neil Simmes, staff photographer of the 
Times-Picayune, attacked and beaten 
by about 50 men as he attempted to 
take a picture. Guardsmen rescued him. 
He was unconscious when found. 

Gov. Long, who was in New Orleans 
last night, heard that the two places 
had reopened. He issued an order to 
Adj. Gen. Raymond H. Fleming to see 
that they were closed. Unwilling to 
trust the order to a messenger, the 
governor traveled several miles in a 
taxicab to deliver it in person. Within 
half.an hour the raid was over.

Col. E. P. Roy, who was placed in 
personal command of the raid, warned 
his men to shoot without hesitation if 
the order was given. 

Three officers and five men went to 
the Jai-Alai Club and two officers and 
five men went to the Arabi Club. The 
establishments face each other on the 
game street. 

Heavily armed, the soldiers entered 
the clubs. Women screamed and sev- 
eral fainted. A shot rang out, believed 
to have been fired by. a sentry on guard 
to warn the players of what was taking 
place. There was a quick grab for 
money on the tables. Order, however, 
was restored in a few moments. 

A big bon-fire celebration was held 
this afternoon and all the gambling 
paraphernalia that was inflammable 
was burned. The remainder was hack- 
ed to pieces with axes. What disposi- 
tion will be made of the money had 
mot been decided today, although it 
was generally understood it would re- 
vert to some State fund. 

Gen. Fleming said his troops would 
watch the gambling houses in St. Ber- 
mard Parish and that if any of them 
attempted to reopen they would receive 
the same treatment meted out to the 
two clubs today. 


Saved by H« Hunch. 


One of the men who operated a 
gambling device told Gen. Fleming af- 
ter the raid that he “had a hunch” not 
to open last night. 

“I wanted to open but I had a hunch 
something might happen,” he explained. 
“Finally, I decided to toss a coin, If 
it came heads I was to open and if 
it came tails I was to stay closed. It 
came heads, and now look what has 
happened.” 

The gov@tnor said today that his or- 
der stood until revoked and that he 
Was prepared at any time to change 
the name of the parish in the order,

SIGNALS BRING 
UHAUS, CLAIN 


Motorists Have to Guess 
Meaning, Some Say, Due 
to No Uniformity. 


MISUSE OF WHISTLES 
BRANDED AS MENACE 


Citizens Also Attack What 
They Call Favoritism for 
Cars and Buses. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 

Washington motorists, conceeding 
that there is a great deal wrong with 
traffic, do not believe they are entirely 
responsible for the dangers and delays 
that exist on the streets of the Na- 
tional Capital. Admitting that the 
driver accounts for much of the situa- 
tion that demands an immediate and 
effective remedy, scores commenting 
upon the traffic articles in The Wash- 
ington Post declare that the practices 
of the traffic policemen constitute a 
be overlooked in 
any just appraisal of what 
with traffic in Washington. 

The motorist, they declare, is trapped 
into committing a host of blunders 
because he misunderstands the meth- 
ods of the policeman in the direction 
of traffic. These blunders, creating a 
definite menace to traffic safety be- 
cause they occur at the perlod when 
traffic is most congested, can not fairly 
be attributed to the driver, according 
to these defenders of motordom.

Counter Charges Made. 


Their counter charges against the 
policeman, whose signals they say they 
can not obey because they can not 
understand them, include: 

1. Nonuniformity in the giving of 
signals. 

2. Sudden changes in the direction 
of traffic flow without adequate warn- 
ing. 

3. Discrimination against private ve- 
hicles in favor of street cars and buses. 

4. A lack of poise which seriously 
interferes with the officer’s capacity to 
keep traffic moving safely and rapidly 
under circumstances that become the 
least bit trying. 

Objectors to the variations in the 
manner in which different policemen 
give tbeir signals seem particularly 
numerous—and definite in their con- 
viction that a remedy should be ef- 
fected. The manner of giving signals, 
they declare, ranges from a Jerk of the 
thumb to a nod of the head or the 
use of the arms in semaphore feshion, 
intelligent and reasonable 
method of signal-giving. 

Many Thumb Twirlers, 

Exponents of the thumb-twirling, 
head-nodding methods outnumber -the 
intelligent use 
of their police whistles and their arms, 
in the emphatically stated opinion of 
a number of critics.

FRANCE AND SYRIANS 
CLASH OVER CHARTER 


New Constitution Is Rejected 
by High Commissioner; He 
May End Assembly. 


Jerusalem, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—Franco- 
Syrian relations have reached a crisis 
over the question of the new Syrian 
constitution and the dissolution of 
parliament is expected. 

Following . instructions from Paris, 
the French high commissioner, M. Pon- 
sot, has declined to consent to the 
constitution in its present form, con- 
tending that it is incompatible with 
the French mandate over Syria.

End Not Yet in Sight. 

The end of the storm could not be 
seen last night by Forecaster R. Hanson 
Weightman, who said that today would 
be cloudy and that in the morning 
further rain could be expected. The 
rainfall of the last two days gave the 
city an excess of precipitation thus 
far this month of 7.43 inches, an un- 
precedented excess for this early in a 
month.

Bridges and Roads Suffer. 


Bridges and roads leading into the 
city suffered most severely under the 
steady downpour and hundreds of resi- 
dents. of the city who had started on 
week-end trips found themselves 
marooned on newly created islands. 

Colonial Beach, Chesapeake Beach, 
Fairhaven and other nearby resorts 
were isolated, and all those seeking 
ingress to or egress from them en- 
countered insurmountable obstacles. In 
some instances the roads were simply 
washed away, while in others it was 
the carrying away of bridges by swollen 
streams which made travel impossible, 

The: city itself presented a woeful 
uppearance. Few automobiles were able 
to run after the terrible beating they 
had taken through the night and day 
at the hands of the elements, and the 
usual quiet of the Sunday was accen- 
tuated by the withdrawal from the 
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*“# streets of all who 
be about.

were uprooted or 
blown down wher the weight of the 
water on the ftoliage made it impos- 
sible to stand against the compara- 
tively slight wind which was blowing. 
In many sections of the city miniature 
lakes were formed while the parks were 
converted into morasses. 

Potomac Park and the Speedway be- 
came one big lake. the golf course on 
Hains Point being almost completely 
inundated, and the road around the 
point being under more than a foot of 
water in many places. The river rose 
steadily as the water continued to pour 
down, and anxiety was expressed in 
many quarters as to the potentialities 
of the Potomac when it shall have re- 
ceived the additional burden which 
will pour between its shores from the 
foothills of Maryland and Virginia. 


Many Cellars Flooded. 


The sewer department continued yes- 
terday to work at capacity as the 
water, not carriea off by the drains, 
backed into scores of cellars. in vir- 
tually every section of the city. This 
flooding of cellars also brought out fire 
engine companies in many instances. 

The impassability of the roads into 
Mearby Maryland and Virginia, and the 
interruption of telephone service to ad- 
jacent towns, caused great anxiety 
among hundreds of Washington fam- 
llies who had friends or relatives en 
egg to or from the city by automo-

Another cause of anxiety was the 
‘+ Boy Scout camp, Camp Roosevelt, on 
Chesapeake Bay, whe.e more than 100 
boys were spending their vacation. All 
of the tents in which the boys were 
sleeping were blown down Saturday 
night or early yesterday morning. Be- 
fore they blew down, however, Douglas 
Withers, camp director, had gotten tle 
boys out and “bunked” them in the 
mess house and recreation hall, where 
they spent the night and yesterday, 
with the prospect of remaining today

Ten or more fire alarm boxes 
throughout the city were put out of 
commission yesterday as a result of the 
heavy rains, and numerous telephones 
on the District Building switchboard 
were out of order.

Conduit road, Crummell and Jefferson

Rising flood waters washed two 
bridges away in the Northeast section 
of the city yesterday, making long de- 
tours necessary for those living in the 
vicinity. A small bridge on Gault 
street, between Forty-third and Forty- 
fourth streets northeast, was gradually 
pulled from its abutments by the 
swift stream that ran across it during 
the day. The bridge on Southern ave- 
nue, just south of East Capital street, 
in Capitol Heights, was likewise un- 
moored. 


Carried From Flooded Homes. 


Bungalow Town, in Congress Heights 
continued to suffer yesterday under 
the floods. Early yesterday morning 
the fire rescu. squad and police of 
No. 11 Precinct responded to a call for 
assistance to people living on Yuma 
and Atlantic streets southeast, whose 
homes were flooded. They rescued 
scores Of people who were stranded 1 
high perches in their homes, and re- 
moved them to the homes of neigh- 
bors on high ground. Among those 
rescued were Mrs. Annie Allen and 
children, of 126 Atlant’: street; Mr:

While many Washingtonians 
“were stranded at Waldorf a group of 
mineteen women, who had chartered a 
bus were tied up in their conveyance 
mear Clinton, Md., all night Saturday 
night until early yesterday morning, 
when a fire company from Washington 
effected their rescue by means of lad- 
ders stretched across a swollen stream. 

The steady beat of rain endangered

Telephone Service Suffers. 


The Virginia department of the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co. 
reported that it had been hit harder 
than by any storm in years. Practicaily 
all of the lines were restored to service 
with the exception of the conduit from 
Clarendon to Alexandria which was still 
out last night. All available men were 
kept on the job of repairing the lines 
and making resumption of service pos- 
sible.

The recent installation of water 
mains in Arlington County has left 
numerous soft spots on the roads which 
have resulted in many automobiles be- 
ing marooned. Several washouts have 
occurred on the county roads and auto- 
mobile travel was considered dangerous.

for the last 24 hours. 

A number of small boats are reported 
to have swamped in and around the 
harbor here.

Crops and Railway Lines Are

Baltimore, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—A howling 
northeast storm which swept Delaware 
and the Eastern shore of Maryland 
last night and today caused many 
thousands of dollars in damage to 
shipping and crops.

“Our engines are 
not equipped to do that kind of work. 
We can only help you is there are lives 
in jeopardy. I would suggest that you 
call the Water Department.” 

No less than 50 appeals of this kind 
were received. There were other calls 
that resulted in Nairn notifying the 
“trouble shooters” of the power and 
Street car companies. 

Next an excited physician called. He 
said the roof of his house at 1405-1407 
North Carolina avenue was sagging 
from its burden of water, and that the 
plaster in the room below was breaking 
loose. This was different from a flooded 
cellar, and so Nairn rushed No. 7 Truck 
to the scene. The firemen cleaned out 
the spouts, cleared the roof of several 
tons of water, and then departed. 

Then came a call from an automobile 
dealer at 610 H street northwest. He had 
27 machines on his roof, and the water 
was above their wheel caps.

*. “We owe it therefore to candor and 
‘to the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those 
» powers,” President Monroe added later. 
to ceclare that we should consider 
‘any attempt on their part to extend 
‘their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our peace 
and safety.” 

Although the Monroe doctrine has 
never been admitted by European na- 
tions to have the force of international! 
law, this doctrine is conceded to have 
modified the whole subject of interna- 
tional law, so far as the United States 
in concerned. 

Foreign powers have on all occasions 

‘willingly or unwillingly acquiesced in 
the doctrine when the United States 
‘has insisted that the principle be ap- 
plied, but at no time has the United 
States sought by the Monroe doctrine 
to assume a general protectorate over 
other American repubiics or to claim 
special rights or privileges in its deal- 
ings with American republics because 
of the doctrine. 

» Japan could only apply a Monroe 
doctrine—in case she decided to adopt 
that principle for the Far East—tc some 
fereign power seeking conquest in China 
or Manchuria, for example, and the ap- 
plication would have to be based on 
dhe contention that such action was 
cangerous to Japanese “peace and 
safety.” 

But the crisis in Manchuria, which 
is giving the Tokyo government such 
deep concern, does not involve any for- 
eign power excepting Japan. 
~ It is a clash between Chinese, whose 
scvereign political rights over Man- 
¢churia are not disputed, and the Jap- 
anese, who desire the protection of all- 
important special interests at whatever 
cost. 

There is ground for the contention 

that Japan regards these specias inter- 
ests as important to her national as 
well as her economic welfare, but 80 
far it has not been asserted by the Jap- 
anese government that protection of 
her special interests in China, or main- 
tenance of what Japan considers her 
rights or claims, justifies interference 
with Chinese sovereign rights in Chinese 
territory. 
* And any doctrine enunciated by 
Japan for the purpose of nullifying 
China’s right to political control of her 
own country would, it is pointed out, 
be something entirely different from 
the doctrine of Monroe. 


Would Violate Open Door. 


It has been suggested that Japan 
might find it expedient to have the 
powers recognize some sort of regional 
understanding in the Far East whereby 
Japan, at the threshold of China, would 
be accorded a privileged position in 
international law and not be subject 
to all the provisions of the covenant 
of the League of Nations. 

This covenant recognized regional 
ainderstandings and admits that some 
of the league provisions must be viewed 
as subject to modification where these 
regional understandings are involved. 
The reason for this provision in the 
covenant was to enable the United 
States to join the league without aban- 
doning the Monroe doctrine. 

But Japan has never asked the league 
or the powers to recognize any re- 
gional understanding which would en- 
title Japan to a privileged status in her 
dealings with China. Furthermore, 
guch a request by Tokyo would be re- 
garded as violative of the letter and 
spirit of the Washington conference, 
and in direct conflict with the Ameri- 
can principle of the open door.

Leaders of the Public Affairs 
Institute Praise and Con- 
demn Hoover. 


COLORLESS, SAYS LATANE 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 12 (A.P.). 
Outstanding leaders of the Institute of 
Public Affairs, University of Virginia, 
today gave utterance to their individual 
impressions of the Hoover acceptance 
speech in California yesterday. 

Prof. John H. Latane, of Johns Hop- 
kins University: “Hoover's stand on 
foreign relations is very colorless. Hoov- 
er, as is well known, is a strong advo- 
cate of the League of Nations and the 
World Court. 

“Mr. Hoover declares his belief in re- 
ligious tolerance, but so far as I can 
recall he is the first candidate for the 
Presidency in the history of the United 
States who has ever referred in a formal 
campaign document to his own re- 
ligious affillation.” 

Prof. Latane expressed the belief that 
the Hoover statement on prohibition 
did not preclude modification of the 
Volstead act. 

Victor Rosewater, former chairman 
of the Republican national committee: 
“Mr. Hoover's acceptance is a frank, 
straightforward statement of his pos!- 
tion on most of the salient subjects in- 
volved in the campaign.” 


Maphis for Al Smith. 


Dean Maphis’ formal statement was 
a declaration of his political stand 
rather than a reaction from the Hoover 
acceptance speech. Dean Maphis said 
that he always had voted dry, but 
declared his intention to vote for 
Smith: 

“While I always have voted dry I 
do not regard prohibition as a party 
issue. There are wets and drys in 
both parties and they are pretty evenly 
divided. Both platforms declare for 
enforcement of our present prohibition 
law. Certainly the history of the Re- 
publican party since the passage of 
the eighteenth amendment is not such 
as to inspire much hope for the drys.” 

*“Hoover’s statement on prohibition 
is entirely satisfactory,” Prof. Thomas 
H. Reed, of the University of Michigan, 
said. “Only a strained interpretation 
could lead to any possible conclusion 
but that he intends to give the eight- 
eenth amendmen every chance. It is 
the only intelligent and honest state- 
ment a person in his position could 
offer the American .people.” 

Mrs. Aurelia Reinhardt, president of 
Mills College, said: Mr. Hoover in his 
acceptance speech is the Democratic 
American, the engineer, the world citi- 
zen. 


Praise by Mrs. Reinhardt. 


“American Democracy extends from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, is confined 
to no cardinal point of the compass. 
It is rural and it is urban. It is 
agricultural and it is industrial. Mr. 
Hoover recognizes its inclusiveness and 
approaches the many problems in- 
volved with understanding and with 
liberality of spirit.” 

Representative L. C. Cramton, of 
Michigan, Republican dry leader: “The 
Hoover statement as to prohibition is 
that of a man who is at heart for 
prohibition, not as a political play or 
weapon put because he earnestly seeks 
promotion of human happiness.” 

Mark Graves, tax commissioner of 
New York State: “My first reaction 
is to wonder if Mr Hoover's satisfac- 
tion with the past seven and one-half 
years is tempered by the thought of 
Daugherty, Forbes, Teapot Dome and 
the scandals incident to the enforce- 
ment of national prohibition.” 

Dr. John D. Black, professor of agri- 
cultural economics at Harvard Uni- 
versity, who explained that he has no 
definite party affiliations, said: “The 
picture painted of the past seven and 
one-half years by Mr: Hoover is so 
beautiful that it leaves little place for 
the sad condition of the agricultural 
population. Mr. Hoover offers noth- 
ing new whatever in the way of a 
positive program for agricultural re- 
lief.”

A telegram which especially pleased 
the nominee showed that the sender 
was one of the thousands who listened 
ip On the radio, as it referred to the 
incident during the notification cere- 
mony when one of the male spectators 
yelled, “We are with you, Herbert,” 
while the candidate was expounding 
his views on prohibition. 


Attracts Greatest Attention. 


Just as it was given the greatest 
attention by the seventy-odd thousand 
people who were gathered in Stanford 
University stadium, the prohibition 
declaration apparently attracted the 
greatest attention throughout the 
Nation. 

While at least some of. the political 
writers interpreted this as an ultradry 
declaration, close friends of the nomi- 
nee placed a somewhat different con- 
struction on the language. 

First off, they said that Hoover did 
not commit himself to the Volstead act 
and that he omitted any reference to 
that statute’ they also asserted that 
the “organized searching investigation 
of the fact and causes” proposed by 
him would go beyond the abuses which 
have grown up tn the carrying out of 
the Volstead act; that 1* would be di- 
rected also to the question of the work- 
ability of the present law. 

Likewise, these advisors 
that in the very natufe of its work- 
ing the nominee’s statement that 
“modification of the enfortement laws 
which would permit that which the 
Constitution forbids us, nullification,” 
left the door open for changes in the 
present statutes if the investigation 
showed they were in conflict with the 
eighteenth amend! t 


Vital for Politics, 


While the Republican standard bear- 
er reiterated his own view against the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment, 
he stated clearly that no fie could 
deny the right of those opposing pro- 
visions of the Constitution to seek to 
change it. He added that they were 
“not subject to criticism for asserting 
that right,” but that “the Republican 
party does deny the right of any one 
to seek to destroy the purposes of the 
Constitution by indirection.” 

Regarding prohibition as “a great 
social and econumic experiment,” the 
Republican candidate disliked to see it 
made a question of partisan politics 
His own thought has been that it is too 
vital a matter to the welfare of the 
Nation to be treated in that manner 
and that it is an experiment to the 
ultimate solution of which the whole 
people should give their best thought 
and energy. 

While he devoted a sixth of his 
address to farm relief, the nominee 
did not state fully all of thé ideas he 
has upon that subject, and has 
promised to elaborate upon his ac- 
ceptance speech considerably in the 
address he will deliver at his birth- 
place, West Branch, Iowa, on the 
evening of August 21.

SEEK PEACE—KEEP SAFE. 


President Coolidge has spoken a word 
in season by reminding the country that 
consummation of the Kellogg treaty will 
not relieve the United States from the 
necessity of maintaining its defenses. 
The agreement of the nations to renounce 
war recognizes the fact that every nation 
must have means to defend itself and 
must be its own judge of the adequacv of 
its defensive equipment. 

An unexplored region extends between 
the pact to renounce war and universal 
disarmament. The world does not know 
what exists in that No Man’s Land. The 
edges are now being explored in the hope 
that a trail may be found that will lead to 
disarmament. 

The United States is entitled to credit 
for leading the way toward universal re- 
nunciation of war. No nation can justlv 
question the intention of the United 
States to keep good faith if this agree- 
ment should be made. Every signer is 
entitled to the presumption of good faith 
until its own acts destroy the presump- 
tion. The treaty is nothing unless it is 
observed by all parties. 

If this treaty should be made and 
found effective after a test of years, it 
will be practicable to take the next step 
toward peace by seeking a way to bring 
about universal disarmament. The 
ardent peacemakers who would jump into 
the millennium must not be permitted to 
endanger the United States by stripping 
it of its defenses. Granting to the Kel- 
logg treaty every possible element of et- 
fectiveness, it falls short of insuring 
world peace. It does not attempt to 
change human nature or abolish interna- 
tional disputes. By its very terms it 
recognizes the danger that would attend 
premature abandonment of means of de- 
fense.

PHILIPPINE CAR MARKET. 


a. ‘American. cars are finding an ever increas- 
: seman. from the Philippines. Growth of 
farming industry has brought about in- 
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holding out inducements to the islanders to 
spend their money. The automobile manutac- 
turers, however, have done much toward con- 
verting surplus funds into machine values, 
During 1910 less than 250 automobiles were 
imported into the islands. In 1920 some 1,600 
machines were registered. In 1927 there were 
approximately 28,000. There is now one auto- 
motive vehicle to every 528 persons, 

Although the per capita income of the 
islanders is not great, the automobile purchas- 
ing element is quite large. The better class 
farmers belong to this element. With the 
growth of imports the automobile has ad- 
vanced in use and may be taken as a measure 
of the general prosperity of the islanders. In- 
cidentally the government finds the automobile 
tax a valuable asset, as it is estimated that in 
1926 the automobile was responsible for 4.8 of 
all the revenue collections.

The recognition by the old country 
of these achievements will be applauded by 
Americans, who are delighted td honor genius 
and who give every encouragement to former 
aliens to develop their gifts. The desire of 
Italy to take credit for giving gifted sons to 
America is an honorable aspiration that has 
no aspect of claiming allegiance from one who 
has chosen to be an American. He can still 
give full allegiance to his cultural traditions 
and his inherited love of beauty, and in doing 
so he will be a better citizen. 


THE MAN AND THE MITE. 


Word comes from the Department of Agri- 
culture that American canebrakes are in 
danger of becoming extinct through the rav- 
ages of parasites. Sugar from cane will be- 
come a lost art in the United States unless a 
cane can be found that will resist disease and 
insects, particularly the mosaic disease and 
the moth borer. 

Sugar cane is supposed to have been derived 
from New Guinea, and it is there that an 
American expedition is now seeking a cane 
of virile type that is free of parasites and 
which would give promise of surviving the 
ordeal of domestication in America. Possibly 
crossings will be made with the Louisiana 
cane in the hope of preserving the latter’s 
adaptability to this soil and climate while ac- 
quiring the vigor of the alien. 

Cuba is favored above other countries in re- 
spect to sugar cane. Its plants spring up vol- 
untarily year after year, while in the Philip- 
pines and elsewhere frequent plantings are 
necessary. The Louisiana industry languishes 
because of adverse conditions that have prov- 
ed too big a problem to be solved by science. 
This product, like other agricultural products, 
is well-nigh overwhelmed with insect enemies. 

The United States is a vast nursery for the 
propagation of destructive insects. The losses 
to agriculture and horticulture are staggering 
and the trend is against man in his struggle 
with the mite. He can kill off millions of his 
minute enemies whenever he can catch them, 
but they are elusive, ingenious and marvel- 
ously prolific. The carelessness and ignorance 
of cultivators encourage enemy raids upon 
gardens, orchards and flelds. 

Scientific organization on a national scale, 
backed by ample funds, must be set to work 
if the insect invasion is to be checked. Al- 
though excellent work has already been done, 
it is grotesquely inadequate in trying to cope 
with the multitudinous ravages of insect pests 
throughout the States. 


JAPAN’S POLICY IN MANCHURIA. 


The deadlock between the Japanese govern- 
ment and Gen, Chang, head of the Mukden 
regime, is not broken by the somewhat vague 
statement of the Japanese premier that Japan 
has no desire to interfere with Chinese poli- 
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He is chief of the inner 


tics, and will shape its policy solely with a 


view to the protection of Japanese life and 
property. The fact remains that Japan has 
warned Gen. Chang not to join the Nation- 
alists or allow them to extend their authority 
over Manchuria. Gen. Chang, after consulta- 
tion with his cabinet, has decided to recog- 
nize the trend of the times and to accept the 
Nationalist proposals for unity. It is now ex- 
pected that Japan will take some action to pre- 
vent the merger of Manchuria with China 
under the Nationalist government. 

This action may take such form as to make 
it difficult to combat. Japan may seek to 
postpone the issue and to prevent a crisis by 
making new proposals. It seems very un- 
likely that Japan will use a mailed fist at this

But a 
still stronger factor operates against Japanese 
aggression, and that is the enhanced moral 
strength of China resulting from the making 
of new treaties with the United States and 
Great Britain. Both the American and British 
governmental spokesmen have stated that they 
regard Manchuria as an: integral part of the 
Chinese Republic. An attempt by Japan to pre- 
vent the political amalgamation of Manchuria 
with China would not meet with any sympathy 
in either America or Britain. Hence, although 
Japan’s attitude at present seems to be un- 
yielding, it seems probable that wiser counsels 
at Tokyo will prevail over the belligerent pro- 
posals of the military element. Considera- 
tions other than the interests of Japan In 
Manchuria are involved, and prudent states- 
manship will endeavor to reconcile protection 
of those interests with the maintenance of 
close relations with the great powers and with 
China itself,

Were 
it not for this mighty river, the ocean would 
be frozen half the year, and from October until 
spring Liverpool and Southampton would be 
closed as tightly as Leningrad. In time, con- 
ditions, approximating the Ice Age might 
assert themselves, 

Some years ago an Irish writer, musing on 
unhappy relations between his country- 
men and the English, previsioned a time when 
the latter, tiring of the perpetual fog and 
damp of their gloomy isle, suddenly 
decide end it all and out bag and 
baggage to some sunnier clime. The propl.et 
predicted that upon leaving, Parllament would 
formally notify the Irish nation that it might 
not only occupy its own territory in peace but 
spread itself, if it so desired, across the entire 
archipelago. But the Irish, continued this 
wise man, would not be so easily disposed of,

We're coming along!” 

It seems too bad that the Gulf Stream can 
not take a little vacation in midsummer, wien 
its influence is not needed, without suffering 
criticism that implies loose conduct on its 
part. And from two sea captains, too! The 
Gulf Stream might easily retort, if it had an 
official spokesman, that these skippers are not 
all that they might be—that they get off thel' 
course sometimes, and may be suspected of 
taking a drop too much when they think they 
see the Gulf Stream running in the wrong dil- 
rection. One of these skippers hung a ther- 
mometer ove# the bow and brought up a read- 
ing of 83 degrees, according to his own story; 
but who knows that it was a thermometer? 
It might have been Volume 83 of the works 
of Baron Munchausen. 

Knowing skippers and the Gulf Stream as we 
do, we merely intimate with some asperity, 
that the Gulf Stream has never been seen in 
New York, loafing between trips. A word to 
the wise is sufficient. 
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WILD LAND VALUES. 


Although the Government has seen pass into 
private hands much of its vast domain, there 
remains a great deal of wild land for the work 
of the Geological Survey, which is traversing 
these tracts to make discovery of the natural 


values and advantages. The quest for raw 
values is a treasure hunt in which the country 
has supreme interest. The policy of holding 
title in the people to public lands which have 
mineral or power values in no way operates 
against private enterprise, which is invited 
through leases to undertake enterprises that 
are not an appropriate part of the work of the 
Government. The cooperation of the Fedcral 
authorities in finding the desirable features of 
the public lands and making these known has 
done much toward uncovering resources which, 
when utilized, enrich all the people. The policy 
of Government avoidance of entanglements in 
business will always meet the approvel of 
those who see in the public lands of the Nation 
a depository which can best be made available 
through the courage. and enterprise of the 
citizen. 

Ascertainment through the Geologttal Sur- 
vey of the presence of coal or iron or more 
valuable metals, the direction of strata and 
the thickness of beds,.is properly the work of 
the Government in seeking an assessment of its 
own realizable natural wealth. The ultimate 
cash returns go to the public. The quests for 
potash deposits, which may free the country 
from dependence upon foreign nations, and 
manganese, which would give the country a 
prerequisite for the making of steel, are some 
of the directions of inquiry which are being 
followed out by the Government. In addition 
to coal, oil, potash, phosphates and metallic 
ores, 
waterpower, and other resources. Title to 
illimitable public wealth is still vested in the 
American people.

The 
rule is that the housewife rejects prod- 
ucts that the manufacturer does not 
hesitate to use. The greatest source cf 
danger from home packed products is 
the low temperature to which it has 
been heated. It has not been bie 
for most housewives to meet the new 
etandards for heating worked out by 
the studies of botulinus. 

In the Jast year or two there has been 

lenty of food poisoning, but it has not 

en’ due to botulinus nor to eating 
canned goods.

New York, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—The past 
week In the bond market showed little 
change from other weeks of summer.

New York, Aug. 12.—Nobody ever 
called Bum a nice dog. If they had 
he probably would have bittq them.

He chases automobiles and cats, 
barks at children and never wears a 
muzzle. But Bum knows how to pick 
his friends, and that is the reason he 
is still chasing cats over in North 
Bergen, N. J. 

Whenever Bum gets hungry or lone- 
some—and itinerant Airdales do get 
hungry and lonesome—he trots right 
over to the North Bergen firehouse. 
He has a lot of friends over there and 
there is one fine fellow, Fireman Fred 
Stockfish, who always takes Bum down 
to the butcher shop and stands treat. 
Bum got in trouble last night (itiner-
